1 have enough to get every lawyer involved dis- 
barred (not that it will happen) and to get the case reopened (which also has 
slim prosrect s ) • And I have enough, solid and definitive, to take the DJ to ( 
court, as T shall as som as the papers aro drawn and others of toe few law- 
yers who have handled such cases are canvassed for their experiences. It 'provides 
us what may be even a better chance to accomplish things tnan the clcse-to- 
aborted V- ashing ten proceeding cf a year ago did. This is among the reasons 1 
am so anxious to get this work cut, even if in a private printing. It is, l 
believe, at the moment the most powerful blow we can strike against fascism. 
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Why do 1 persist‘d The most obvious reason is because so many have 
not and some must, otherwise- we become accomplices to fascism. 

I can understand and to a degree am in accord with your beliefs 
about tne black nationalists. However, as with Boxley and Turner, I think most ’ 
are not agents, for it is unnecessary that they have the connection, their 
spontaneous activity serving that purpose anyway. However, I have no doubt 
they are and have been thoroughly penetrated. I wish, however, you had told 
me how I might get in touch with Bevel. You see (aside from the 1 fact he has 
done things too inconsistent with his being an agent), 1 am not afraid of 
dealing with "agents". 1 have a d I shall. The head of one CIA foundation 
regularly provides some special supplies my books require tnat I cannot afford. 
If he wanted to he could see almost anything 1 have, -he has never been here. I 
have made this offer in writing to various officials, for I want them to know 
much of what 1 know. For me, any other course mild be both crippling find 
emasculating. And, for me, it. works. 
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There is, in this book, much for those Jews who could afford to 
help get it out. But they, alas, are true to the Judenrat tradition. 
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I wish it were possible for y^u to think in terms wi th which you 
not accustomed. We are so few and so weak we must apply intellectual judo.

Moo has been promising them 
for months, with one excuse after another, but we have none. 1 think it important 
that we do have them, or ra trier tne more significant ones.

1 have tola lVi oo which ones a <se 
more important. They include Shoneyfelt, the Ullises, Bhaw, C 0 bb, Hegi s Kennedy, 
if they it, and there should be a set for Gary, for Haul and for me. I &lso 

think we should not have to ask this of Jim, when you consider the enormous 
amount of work we all did for him. Please do it now and keep after it, for there 
is much of which they were entirely unaware end there is some I would like to 
be able to follow down before their new Show case comes up. They can give this 
to one of the women in the office and it will not take long with tneir beautiful 
machine and will cost them little, ^one of us can afford to pay for copies. Also 
AndTrewso who does not always lie (the question being when doesn’t he?)... If and 
when I’m in Phila I T 11 phono, but we are so broke 1 no longer go to the Archives 
unless 1 have to be in DC anyway. ...If you con be reassured, 1 have such material 
no?/ as you have not dreamed of, even what was denied the Commission. Best,
